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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I, claim(s) 8-1 1 , drawn to a portable terminal device having a flexible wiring 
member. 

Group II, claim(s) 12, drawn to a portable terminal device having a permanent magnet 
and a Hall element. 

Group III, claim(s) 13, drawn to a fixing procedure of a portable terminal device and a 
fashion cover. 

Group IV, claim(s) 14, drawn to an edge surrounding section of a fashion cover of a 
portable terminal device. 

Group V, claim(s) 15, drawn to a belt member of a fashion cover of a portable terminal 
device. 

Group VI, claim(s) 16, drawn to a base member of a portable terminal device. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as 

usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. 

In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as a flexible 
connect member which electrically connects the two housing portions, wherein the 
bendable member and the flexible connect member overlap each other at the position of 
the connecting member. 
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Subcombination II has separate utility such as a permanent magnet and a Hall 
element which detects the magnetic field of the permanent magnet and is provided at 
one end of the other housing portion facing the one housing portion so as to opposite to 
the permanent magnet when the two housing portions are positioned to face each other. 

Subcombination III has separate utility such as a screw receiving portions, a 
plurality of engaging claws and grappling claws engaged with the engaging claws for 
mounting the fashion cover. 

Subcombination IV has separate utility such as a base member, an integument 
which covers at least an outer surface of the base member, and an edge winding 
portion that is deformable so as to be inclined toward two housing portions. 

Subcombination V has separate utility such as a belt member, a first metal 
member, a second metal member, and the first metal member and the second metal 
member respectively have concave and convex portions engaged with each other. 

Subcombination VI has separate utility such as a connecting member, a 
bendable member, a base member, wherein the base member is mounted to the two 
housing portions, with a rear surface thereof separated from the connecting member.
